FROM WASHINGTON

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 23. 

INQUIRIES among the Latin American 
envoys reveal that the South and Cen- 
tral American countries are ¢cold 
toward the proposition of incorporating 
recognition of the Monroe doctrine in 
the league of nations covenant. With 
the covenant which President Wilson 
has asked the United States senate to 
accept the Latin Americans appear in 
the main satisfied, explaining that 
President Wilson’s plan is to extend 
the Monroe doctrine to the whole world. 

With the exception of the Bolivian 
envoy, those consulted either frankly 
expressed opposition to recognition of 
the Monroe doctrine in the league cov- 
enant, except as a world doctrine, or 
remained noncommitta] in such a man- 
ner as to leave the inference that the 
Monroe doctrine was not popular with 
their governments. Mexico especially 
is known to be hostile to the creed, its 
attitude Deing attributed partly to jeal- 
ousy of the United States and partly 
to @ general resentment at the “big 
brother” theory. 

The Bolivian official declared: “ The 
Monroe doctrine lives itself and means 
consecration of the western hemisphere 
for democracy.” 

It is believed the Monroe doctrine 
will be one of the important topics at 
the session of the league of nations 
commission in Paris tomorrow. One 
report is that President Wilson has 
about decided to yield to the senate’s 
attitude and accept the Monroe doc 
trine amendment. 


THE national commission on fine 
arts has issue@ a statement offering 
suggestions for war memorials, to 
check the deluge of stereotyped forms 
which threatens the country.

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LONDON, March 23.—The next few 
weeks are Jikely to be full of import 
for Ireland. : 

First of all is the remote possibility 
that Premier Lloyd George may ac- 
tually put the Irish question before the 
Paris peace conference. That possibil- 
ity is so remote that it is only worth 
mentioning because I found leaders of 
both the old Irish Nationalists and 
new Sinn Fein in Dublin waiting and 
hoping in almost breathiess attention 
for word that Paris would consider the 
Irish situation. Yet the British pre- 
mier is full of dramatic surprises. It 
is barely possible that he may take 
some sudden and quite unexpected ac- 


tion. 
Escaped Chief May Return. 

Secondly, it Is plain that the coming 
week may well see more or less start- 
ling events on the green island itself. 
It is announced that on Wednesday 
Prof. De Valera, who was elected presi- 
dent of the Sinn Fein republic and who 
has been in hiding since he escaped 
from an English jail, will return openly 
to Dublin. He will be met at the city’s 
gates by the lord mayor and escorted 
by @ procession to Mansion house. 
Also I was told in Dublin that’the Sinn 
Fein parliament, composed of seventy 
‘WO members, who were elected by 
Sinn Fein votes to the British house 
of commons, will hold its second meet- 
ing at Mansion house during the pres- 
ent week. | 

Premier Kept Busy. 

But for the imperative need of the 
premier’s attendance on the peace con- 
‘erence I believe the Irish question 
would have been taken up for serious 
debate and consideration in the house 
of commons before this. Once or twice 
‘tentative dates have been fixed for it. 
But either calls from Paris or the ne- 
cessity of devoting his entire atten- 
tod to the labor crisis has so far com- 
velled postponement. As soon as the 
premier can safely leave Paris and the 
labor troubles are put out of the way I 
think the Irish question will have 
Prompt and earnest attention in par- 
lament. 


So far I have heard four plans sug- 
seated for dealing with the vexed and 
‘agic problem of Ireland. One is the 
Sinn Fein project for making the 
land-an Irish republic, entirely inde- 
dendent and outside the British em- 
pire. For the sake of that dream a 
humber of men have already died. I 
am told and quite believe that a much 
larger number stand ready to sacrifice 

their lives. It is almost impertinent 
‘ for an outsider to express an opinion 
o puch a matter, but to me the Irish 
© must always remain an un- 
matter how dear—vision.

E. Vincent, president of the 
Rockefeller foundation, has au-

expenditures of the Rockefeller foun- 
dation for war work amounted to $17,- 
042,140. This. was more than half of 
all the expenditures of the foundation 
in these years. The total expenditures 
for the period in carrying on the char- 
tered purpose of the foundation ‘ 
promote the well being of mankind 
throughout the world’ was $26,509,710. 
“The expenditures for war work 
were apportioned to camp and com- 
munity welfare, medical research and 
relief, and humanitarian aid. The 
amount spent for these purposes in 
1917 was almost doubled in 1918. Camp 
and community welfare work received 
$7,816,086 for the® two years. The 
united war work campaign received 
$2,514,700 of this amount. The founda- 
tion increased its expenditures for 
camp and community welfare from $1.,- 
614,351 in 1917 to $6,201,735 In 1918. 
“The amount spent for medical re- 
search and relief in connection with 


the war activities of the foundation . 


was $579,192, of which the war demon- 
stration hospital and medical research 
received $512,537.

South Morgan street; O. Iwazkiewcz, 
$347 South Morgan street; George 
Witas, 3138 South Halsted street; Stan- 
ley Dosez 3201 Racine avenue; and 
Peter Wodman, 3253 Lime street. 

“The slot machine in Witas’ place 
was affixed to a music box, and was 
valued at $500. We also confiscated 
a punch board {n Wodman’s saloon. 
All the machines were in perfect work- 
ing order, and had many nickels in 
them.” 

“I visitel these places Thursday 
and Friday nights,” said Capt. Gallery, 
“and I am positive there were no 
machines there.

It is the spirit of blind class hatred and 
destructive revolution. There is no excuse for 
them in this country, where progress is proceeding 
on sound lines. The man who preaches class 
hatred does not serve even his own class. He is 
leading them to a common ruin. Progress calls for 
peace, and peace cannot be’ without coéperation 
and compromise. There is need not only for the 
hand worker but the director, for effort of all kinds, 
and each deserves a fair reward. If hand labor 
has been underpaid and overworked it can win fair 
pay and fair work, but if it sets man against man 
and destroys the machinery which makes civilized 
order possible its pay and its work will get nothing.

“HELP FOR SOLDIERS.” 

Chicago, March 19.—(Editor of The 
Tribune.j—Permit me _ respectfully to 
refer to the editorial in this morning's 
TRIBUNE, under the head, “Help for 
Soldiers,”’ and to suggest that the public 
might conclude from the reading of it 
that the war welfare agencies have not 
been functioning in Chicago since the 
armistice was signed. This would be an 
entirely unjust conclusion, for they have 
been on their job day and night. 

The Y. M. C. A. hotel and six depart- 
ment buildings have been open to men in 
uniform. The National Catholic War 
council, the Salvation Army, and the 
Jewish Welfare board have, since the 
armistice, opened special hotels. The 
War Camp Community Service clubs in 
Grant park, at 207 West Washington 
street, at 3201 South Wabash avenue, 
and in north shore towns have had their 
doors wide open to discharged men days 
and evenings, and at all of them there 
have been trained attendants to help 
the men solve any sort of human dif- 
ficulty troubling them. Several thousand 
men go through the clubs every week. 
Furthermore, through the entertainment 
bureau of War Camp Community serv- 
ice, scores of high class entertainers are 
being sent each week to the military and. 
naval hospitals in order to help fill the: 
long drawn out and tedious hours of 


idleness of the disabled men under care 


at those places. 

At all of these places men without 
funds have been dealt with in a kindly 
and generous fashion. 

Moreover, the welfare agencies have 
been backing up the special bureau for 
returning soldiers and sailors of the 
United States employment service as 
members of the board of management, 
with volunteer workers, and with funds. 
They are now codperating with Gen. 
Wood in the establishment of this central 
place for guidance and varied helpful- 
ness, will furnish volunteers to help man 
the same, and it is expected they will 
be called upon to help finance it.

-WEWS OF MOSIC 


None of the pianists uses more brains 
fhan Harold Bauer, who uses a high 
‘talent, too, when he plays. He played 
4n Chicago yesterday for the first 
time this season, in conditions in- 
Gicating that he had been missed; 
or not all who tried to get into Kim- 
all hall were successful, and some 
who did get in were willing to sit on 
the platform with him. I heard him 
play music by César Franck, a pre 
air,'and finale made over from 
he organ; by Moussorgsky, the delec- 
“ Pictures at an Exposition”; oy 
Chopin, Percy Grainger, and Bach— 
fragments by these composers added 
At the end of the formal bill. Bauer's 
playing was as it generally has been 
in his Chicago visits—clean, varied, ele- 
gant, musical, sane, and human, He 
4s of the piano’s aristocracy. 
- Franck’s work is, I believe, cata- 
logued in the pianists’ glossary as 
“big”; and it is in the sense that it is
